Labor Commission Named. 
The commission appointed to inquire into 
the troubles between the railways of Great 
Britain and their employés, which led to the 
recent strike, Was announced by the govern- 
ment in the house of commons today. 
The chairman is Sir David Harrel, who was 
under secretary for Ireland in 1803-1902. The 
rallrokds are represented by Sir Thomas R 
Ellis, secretary of the Mine Owners’ as- 
sociation, and Sir Charles G. Beale. vice 
chancellor of the University of Birming- 
ham. The representatives of the men are 
Arthur Henderson, labor member of parlia- 
ment for the Barnard Castle division of Dur- 
ham, and John Burnett, chief labor cor- 
respondent of the board of trade. 
There was a lively passage between Keir 
Hardie, the Socialist leader, and David 
Lloyd-George, chancellor of the exchequer. 
Mr Hardie accused the government of taking 
the side of the rallway directors in the strike. 
He declared the men who had been shot 
down by troops were murdered in the inter- 
ests of the capitalist system.” 
The chancellor said there was not a sy 
lable of truth in the allegations of Mr. 
Hardie. Parliament adjourned until Oct. 24.

When the 
demand of Perry's enemies continued, the 
health commissioner advised the inspectors 
to secure @ taxpayer to filethe charges. This 
was done. 


Young Advises Commission. 

The civil service commission called Health 
Commissioner Young into consultation and 
the latter advised that the whole case be 
laid before the efficiency commission, with 
instructions to sift it to the bottom.

hand ‘knowledge of conditions in the food 
inspection bureau, but that I had only a lot 
of hearsay evidence, said Health Commis- 
sioner Young last night. “I advised that 
the efficiency commission be instructed to 
make a complete study of the organization 
of the bureau and its personnel, then make 
a complete report to the civil service com- 
mission. This course of ection was adopted 
and it will be carried out. 
“I told the civil service commissioners that 
I wished the whole affair to be cleared up and 
the widest publicity to be given to the whole 
investigation so that whatever faults there 
are now in the bureau could be remedied. 
“Iam withholding judgment entirely as to 
the fitness or unfitness of Dr. Perry. I de- 
sire to see him get @ square deal in every 
way.” 


Bureau Now Demoralized.,

TRYING TO CLIMB PIKE’S PEAK. 
Man and Wife Found Near Summit 


Woman, Eager to Scale Mountain, 
Urged Husband On. 


Colorado Springs, Colo, Aug. 22.—W. A. 
Skinner and wife of Dallas, Tex., were frozen 
to death near the summit of Pike’s Peak this 
morning. Their bodies, almost covered with 
snow, were found by a boy walking down the 
peak. It is understood both victims were 
printers employed on a Dallas paper. 
Skinner end his wife started to walk to the 
top of the peak early yesterday afternoon and 
stopped at the office of the Pike’s Peak 
News, about three miles above the Half Way 
house, to register. Mr. Skinner, who was 
about 55 rears old, doubted their ability to 
reach the top of the mountain. Mrs. Skinner. 
ten years younger, sald: 

“I'm from Texas and they're not going to 
say when I get back that I could not climb 
Pike’s Peak.” 

A pathetic feature of the deaths Is the find- 
ing of a letter in Skinner's pocket, dated 
Dallas, Aug. 17, from J. H. Choice, in which 
are these words: 

„ hope you are having the time of your 
life in Colorado. I am sending you an over- 
coat as per your request. I hope you don't 
freeze to death on Pike's peak.”

The industries covered by metals and 
the manufacture of metals are the largest 
in the country, and it would seem not only 
wise, but absolutely. essential to acquire ac- 
curate information as to the effect of changes 
which may vitally effect these industries be- 
fore enacting them into law.“

Veto Stirs Up No Action.

After Speaker 
Clark declared the session at an end Repre- 
sentatives Heflin’ and Kinkaid started to 
sing “Auld Lang Syne,”’ and a number of 
their colleagues joined in the song. 

As a musical effort. however, it lacked har- 
mony and as a noisy demonstration it was a 
failure. To the galleries it sounded lugubri- 
ous rather than joyful. A large crowd gath- 
ered about Speaker Clark and wished him 
godspeed. 

nig Makes Plea for Employes. 

Mr. Cannon made a speech just before ad- 
journment in behalf of a month's extra pay 
for the employés of the house. It was net 
the old fiery outburst for which the IIlinotsan 
in his palmy days was noted, but a modest

Jation ended. 

The trains tonight are loaded with senators 
and congressmen hastening to their homes. 
The Democrats are elated over the way in 
which they have carried out the pledges they 
made, and expect warm approval of their 
conduct in spite of failure to obtain the en- 
actmeént of any tariff laws. This responsi- 
bility they have placed upon the president. 
The latter left Washington tonight for 
Rochester, N. Y., on his way to Beverly, 
Mass., where he will stay until the middle of 
September. He is confident he hes acted 
wisely, and he believes the people will stand. 
by him. \ 

While at Beverly he will prepare for the 
tour of the country, in the course of which 
he will defend his tariff vetoes and other 
administration policies, 

So the extra session is over and the presi- 
dential campaign of next year is on.

Burlington Head Tells Plans 
for Union Terminal; Start 
Work in the Spring. - 


WILL COVER MANY ACRES,

Station to Extend from Madison 
to Van Buren, Between Canal 
Street and the River. 


Additional details of the plane of the rall- 
roads for a new union station on Canal street, 
not heretofore made public, were explained 
yesterday by Darius Miller, president of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad. Mr. 
Miller expressed the hope that work on some 
features of the new terminal might be start- 
ed at least by, next spring, although fe final 
plans have not yet been submitted. 

A rough estimate of the to cost of the 
project is $25,000,000, of which about $14,000,- 
000 is fof the land, now owned by the five 
roads, $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 for the struc- 
ture itself, and $5,000,000 for track changes 
and other necessary improvements. 


Want Site Bast of Canal. 

Mr. Miller says the roads are inclined to a 
site for the station itself east rather than 
wrest of Canal street, but between/Jackson 
boulevardand Adams street, with train sheds 
extending north and south, of sufficient 
length to accommodate fifteen car trains, and 
with its maln entrance on Canal street. Thus 
the entire terminal would occupy practically 
the entire space now occupied by the roads 
between the river and Canal street, Van 
Buren and Madison streets. To the south 
there are to be sixteen tracks, and to the 
north fourteen tracks. Mr. Miller denied 
tat it had been decided to make use of eleo- 
tricity as a motive power, although he ad- 
mitted that the plans are by no means in 
final shape as yet. : 

Holding Company to Build. 

The station is to be built and operated by a 
union depot company, Mr. Miller said, a hold- 
ing corporation in which each of the five 
roads using the station will own a one-fifth 
interest, instead of being tenants of the Penn- 
sylvania. The five companies include the 
two Pennsylvania lines, the Pittsburgh, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago, 9 Wayne route, 
and the Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis, or Panhandle, the Burlington, the 
St. Paul, ane the Alton. 

The depot proper is to occupy the block 
immediately south of the old station between 
Adams and Jackson and east of Canal,“ said 
Mr. Miller. That is the plan we have been 
working on, although the building plans have 
not yet been adopted nor even submitted 
for final approval.”

It is believed by some that the disappear- 
ance of the painting is the work of a practical 
joker who wanted to draw attention to the 
lack of supervision over the Louvre gal- 
lery. Naturally it would be Impossible to 
sell such a work, although a thief might try 
to hold it for a heavy ransom. 

The missing picture is of a Florentine lady, 
the wife of Francesco Giocondo. It is said 
to be the most celebrated portrait of a woman 
in the world, with its remarkable sphinxlike 
smile which has fascinated painters, poeta, 
and artists for generations. The picture has 
been reported stolen several times. 


Millions Offered for Picture.

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F. Marion Crawford's 
Estate Only $48,000. 


EW YORK, Aug. 22.—([Special.]—F. Mar- 

ion Crawford’s personal estate, according 

to the state appraiser's report filed to- 

day, was valued at only $48,000. The 

report included a detailed valuation of 
the novelist’s rights in his various literary 
works and so threw light on the cash value of 
@uthorship. 

Among the items in the personal estate were 
a library worth “more than $2,000"; the 
schooner yacht Alda, $469, and a right under 
contract with Liebler & Co. for $10,000. 

But the largest single item was listed as 
rights under contract with the Macmillan com- 
pany, publishers, the values of the author's 
tights to his books which that firm published. 
The total value of these book rights was given 
as $30,934. 

The books were divided into three classifica- 
tions: Those published more than three years 
before the author’s death, those published with- 
in three years of his death, and those published 
either immediately before or immediately after 
his death. 

In the first list, the value of the rights in 
the books, according to publishers’ customs, 
was taken as equal to the sum of all royalties 
paid on the books in the three years preceding 
the author’s death. In the second list the value 
was estimated on the same basis. In the third 
list was given the total amount of all the royal- 
ties paid on the “post mortem” books in the 
year after the novelist’s death. 

The White Sister“ plays the most important 
part in the document. Royalties from it 
amounted altogether to $24,000—almost half 
the value of the personal estate. 

The royalties, or percentages on the retail 
book sales, run all the way from 11% per cent 
paid on “The Novel” up to 40 per cent on 
“Casa Braccio.” Most of them yielded the 
writer 18% or 30 per cent. 

The values of the book fights calculated a 
run from 85.88 for “The Novel,” and $12 for 
“Love in Idleness,” up to $1,947 for In the 
Palace of the King.“ and $1,416 for Fair Mar- 
aret.“ The total value of the books in List 
A” is just short of $8,500.

Cucumber Pickles. 


CORRESPONDENT writes: “Will you 

kindly let me know if you know of any 

way whereby cucumbers can be sliced 

and kept in salt and water in airtight 

jars and then be used for salads, etc., 
during the winter?” 

I do not believe there is any way of keep- 
ing cucumbers thus. This vegetable contains 
much water, and the slices lose their crisp- 
ness very quickly unless kept in the very cold- 
est water, and it is not well to leave them 
long in this. 

There are ways, however, of making a very 
satisfactory pickle out of peeled and sliced 
cucumbers. 

A certain wife recorded, long since, ef such 
a pickle that her husband did not think he 
could exist without it. Perhaps this was 


partly because the pickle was superfine, or 


partly because of a childhood taste which had 


lasted late into life, for the recipe for this 
had come down from his great grandmother. 
I have not tried this recipe, but believe the 
chances are all in its favor. Here it is: 
Sliced Onion and Cucumber Pickle.—Slice 
one peck of cucumbers and one-half peck of 
onions. Salt and let stand over night. In 
the morning wash off salt and in a stone jar 
put a layer of onions and cucumbers and on 
each layer sprinkle white pepper, mustard seed, 
and a little powdered cinnamon. Continue until 
jar is almost full. To a half gallon of vine- 
gar take one pint of port wine and a half pint 
of olive oil, pour over the pickle, and every 
morning for two weeks stir all up from the 


bottom of the jar. 


— 

The following is an easy German recipe for 
a peeled cucumber pickle: 

“Susse Gurken,“ or Sweet Cucumber.—Peel 
full grown cucumbers, either green or yellow 
ones. Halve down the middle, scoop out the 
seéds, cut into any shape—fanciful or other- 
wise—cover with good vinegar and let stand 
twenty-four hours. Then pour off the vine- 
gar and to three pints of it put one-half pound 
of sugar, one-quarter ounce of stick cinnamon, 
a few cloves, a little grated nutmeg, and an 
ounce of whole ginger. Boil this ten minutes, 
lay in the cucumbers and give them one boil 
up and take them off before they soften in 
the least. Lay them in jars and pour the hot 
pickle over them. In a week or two boil the 
vinegar over again and pour it, when cold, 
over the cucumbers. 

Of course, most cucumber pickle is made 
of the green, unpeeled vegetable. The recipe 
for the very easiest to make green cucumber 
pickle I know of was given to me by an old lady 
of 80,-and she rerself had learn it from an old 
lady, so that it is another great grandmother 
pickle. I know from experience that this is 
excellent when made of pretty goo@ sized cu- 
cumbers—those three or four inches long and 
an inch through. The tiny ones are not par- 
ticularly good, except when firat put up pickled 
in this way.

The Simplest Cucumber -Pickle.—To one gal- 
lon of vinegar add one cup of salt one of mus- 
tard, and one of sugar. Wash cucumbers 
thoroughly and throw into this, with a horse- 
radish root. No cooking is required. 

This pickle will keep perfectly in an open 
jar, even without the horseradish, which helps 
in the preservation. The only need for cover- 
ing the jar is to keep out dust and dirt. 

This very same recipe, minus the sugar and 
horseradish, I ran across the other day in an 
Irish agricultural weekly, where it was called 
“mustard pickle,” with the directions to cover 


Peary and use small cucumbers, which is con- 


rary to my idea of which of the two it is 
best to use after experimenting with both. 

Here is another ripe cucumber pickle said 
to keep indefinitely if kept in jars: 

Ripe Cucumber Pickles.—Seven pounds of 
cucumbers after they are pared and slited, a 
piece of alum the size of a butternut broken 
into pieces, a handful of salt. Sprinkle the 
salt and alum over the cucumbers and let them 
remain over night. The next day drain and 
boll in vinegar until tender—bolling a few at 
a time so that the slices may retain their 
shape. Take out carefully with a skimmer 
and when well drained from the vinegar cover 
with a thick sirup made of one pint of vine- 
gar, four pounds of sugar, and six tablespoons 
of cinnamon tied in a bag.

True 
few women will sit in the glare cf artifictal of 
sun light, but it is not to protect their eyes that 
they want to avoid this, but they wish to Keep 
the light from their faces, which shows up all 
the little crow's feet, worry Wrinkles, and ex- 
perience depressions. Some women will even be 
so foolish as to put belladonna in the eyes, for- 
getting that real eye beauty is expression. 

The eye tuat lightens or laughs, that is filled 
with deep sympathy, is 
as the beautiful eye, although its mere physica] 
beauty depends more upon the size and elonga- 
tion than upon the color. If the form is bad or 
the eye not set well in the head, no color cay 
make it beautiful.

Ease Loving Churches Scored. 


Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 22.—([Special.]—Ease 
loving churches among the wealthy classes of 
soelety were excoriated in a sermon preached 
this morning by the Rev. C. Silvester Horne of 
London, with the Winona, Lake Bible confer- 
ence. 

“I was for fourteen years a pastor in Lon- 
don's fashionable west end, said Mr. Horne, 
“and for eight years I have been pastor among 
the working classes. I speak from experience 
when I say that there is more skepticism 
among the wealthy churches than among the 
poorer ones. 

“A strenuous life breeds a strenuous faith. 
The church never loses its faith in the days 
of persecution, but in the days of luxury. 
Neither John Wesley nor John Calvin wrote 
his theology in an arm chair, but on the bat- 
tlefield. Christianity lives by its daring and 
needs fear no outward foe. It will die only by 
corruption within. When a church is influenced 
by the city instead of the city being influenced 
by the church, it becomes weak and its faith 
decadent.”

Ways in which “selence has benefited re- 
ligious thought were described by Dr. James 
Young Simpsop ef Edinburgh and Glasgow in 
his address. 

“The first claim of any doctrine,” Dr. Simp- 
son said, is its reasonableness. Science has 
introduced experimental and historical meth- 
ods of investigation. It has led to an at- 
titude of mind known as the scientific method 
and has thus modified and benefited theological 
thinking. It is seen that all religions, even the 
revealed religion of the Bible, has a history, and 
this history must be known in order to fully 
understand it. The study of comparative re- 
ligions is largely the result of the introduction 
of the scientific method. Scientific men can be 
just as narrow as theologians. They are when 
they limit the facts of life to mere phenomena 
that we can feel or smell.”

that 3,000,000 people were needlessly sick. 
“ Now, with these facts staring us in the 
face, we find that Dr. Wiley has tried to live 
up to his convictions. He has tried to do 
away with such conditions. He has had the 
temerity to assert that benzoic acid, sgui- 
phites, salicylates, formaldehydes, aniline, 
and coal tar dyes, opium, morphine, cocaine, 
arsenic, acetanelid, and caffeine are not food 
but poisons when taken in the system. But 
because of Dr. Wiley’s activities we hear the 
public’s champion, after years of patient, 
honest work, recommended fer ‘tondign 
punishment.’ ”’ 


Grandmother’s Honesty Needed. 
Milo E. Westbrook of New York, official 
chemist of the association, told of a certain 
manufacturer of catsup who a few years 
ago found himself in trouble with the food 
commissioners of various states because he 
was using salicylic and benzoic acids in his 
product. 
“At last,“ said Mr. Westbrook, “thie manu- 
facturer went to his family physician and 
asked him what he could put into his catsup 
that would go into any state in the union. 
The physican replied: 
K Why. Mr. —. just put in your cateup 
some of your old grandmother’s honesty. 
Fresh and wholesome tomatoes and pure 
“spice are all you need.’ 


5 Use Unsorted Tomatoes. 
Am vestlgations conducted recently by 
the United States lead me to believe that 
some catsup manufacturers have been using 
tomatoes just as they are brought to the fac- 
tory, without sorting out the decayed and 
spotted tomatoes. And in some cases the rots 
and spots, taken from those to be used for 
select, canned tomatoes, go into the catsup. 
The liberal use of benzoate will preserve this 
kind of stuff and spices will hide its inferi- 
ority. 
“The steward who persists in serving his 
patrons with foods artificially colored or 
chemically preserved is guilty of a worse 
crime than he who takeg man’s fe inten- 
tionally. Instant death causes no suffering, 
but the constant use of drugged foods will 
result in death, a lingering death, following 
a long period of suffering.“ 


Housewives Failures in Buying Meats. 
The modern American housewife does not 
know how to buy meats, according to J. F. 
Sutter of Pittsburgh, in a report to the con- 
vention. She adds to the high cost of living 
ir, the average nome, he said. 
“The old fashioned housewife who went 
to market with a basket on herarm and drove 
bargains with the tradesman in which she 
was seldom worsted is the departed mis- 
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tress of a lost art. The good domestic shop-

In faci, some day I dope to be 
able to give in these letters a complete list 
of the extraordinary number of churches 
hospitals, convalescent homes, and orphan- 
ages which the kaisefin. in conjunction with 
her adviser, Von dem Knesebeck, has found- 
ed and endowed dufing the làst twenty years.

Before becoming the empréss’ grand mas- 
ter of the household he was ber chief cham- 
berlain, and. prior to that, her principal pri- 
vate secretary. He had joined her house- 
hold immediately on the death of the late 
Empress Augusta, in whose service he had 
spent some eightéen years as private secre- 
tary. : ;

He was the son of Gen. von dem Knese- 
beck, the last envoy of the now defunct king- 
dom of Hanover to the court of Vienna. He 
joined the Prussiafii army on the outbreak of 
the war with France and served throughout 
that conflict as a fellow officer of Prince von 
Buelow in the so-called Bonn King’s bus 
ears. and won the order of the Iron Cross for 
conspicuous gallantry on the battlefield. 
With Vong Buélow he remained on terms of 
great intimacy until a couple of years ago, 
when he, as well as the empress, became 
imbued with the idea at the time of the sen- 
Sational imperial interview in the London 
Telegraph that the prince chancellor had 
rather sacrificed his imperial master to save 
himself from public wrath. 

Von dem Knesebeck was president of the 
headquarters committee in Germany of the 
Red Cross society, and, in addition to all his 
other dignities, held that of vice grand mas- 
ter of the ceremonies at the court of Berlin. 
He was a small man, slight, bald extremely 
keen witted, tactful, and so wonderfully 
adroit as to be able to extricate himeeli trom 
the most difficult situation. 0

There is no doubt that he exercised an im- 
mense amount of influence over the late Em- 
press Augusta and the present kaiserin, and, 
as he was penetrating enough to see through 
all the aspirations, the ambitions, the in- 
trigues, etc., of those who approached them, 
his written comments on the peopie whom 
he met and things that he hed seen and 
heard would prove of extraordinary interest, 
far more so than that much discussed book 
entitled Societe de Berlin,” which devotes 
severai pages of vinegary references to Von 
dem Knesebeck, and which, bearing the 
name, as author, of Count Paui Vasili, ° 
was in reality written by Auguste Gerard, 
now French Ambassador at Tokio, and who, 
fof several years after the war of 1870, was 
attached to the household of Empress Au- 
gusta as French reader at Berlin, where he 
was brought inte daily contact with her 
chief secretary, Von dem Kuesebeck.

There is no chance, however, of Knese- 
beck s letters and diaries ever seeing day- 
light. As soon aa he died, in accordance with 
the invariable custom at the courts of Eu- 
rope, all his papers and eflects were seized 
and placed under seals by order of the em- 
peror, and it is not until they have been care- 
fully examined and that every scrap of 
writing relating directly or indirectly to the 
imperial family or to official matters has 
been eliminated therefrom, that @e remain- 
ing things will be turned over to his rela- 
tives.

Open war has broken out at St. Petersburg 
between Premier Stolypin and the minister 
of finance, Kokowzefl, who has frequently 
been mentioned as destined to become his 
successor.’ In fact, so serious is the trouble 
between them that it is difficult to see how 
they can possibiy continue to work togetner 
in the same administration. 

About a year ago the prime minister or- 
ganized an imperial commission, presided 
over by Benator Makaroff, tor the purpose of 
investigating the charges of corruption and 
dishonesty made against the police ana gen- 
darmery throughout the empire. The com- 
mission did this work thoroughly, brought a 
number of official scoundreis to book, and 


‘secured not only their dismissal, but also 


their criminal conviction and imprisonment. 


— 

In this re~ort, which has lately been sub- 
mitted to the emperor and to the cabinet, it 
makes, among other useful recommenda- 


N tions, one to the effect that the police, ahd 


especially the gencarmery, which is a corps 
d’élite, should be better paid. It shows that 
the officers of bigh and low degree are now 
ridiculously underpaid and that they aie 
almost driven to disnonesty in order to make 
both ends meet. The report argues that by 
paying a heing Wage to these men, upon 
whose efficiency and honesty the government 
is obliged to depend so much for the proper 
working of its administration, the tempta- 
tion to dishonorable practices would be to a 
great extent removed.

This report formed a subject of discussion 
at the last meeting of the cabinet, when it 
was warmly indorsed by the premier and 
by all the ministers present with the excep- 
tion of Kokowzeff, who, im a speech lasting 
considerably over an hour, opposed it tootn 
and nail, declared that he should, as chief 
of the national treasury, dedline to make 
any, provision for the increased pay. He 
added that there were other things that were 
far more in need of financial assistance from 
the treasury than the police department, and 
that, for bis part, he merely saw in the re- 
organization of the police and of the gen- 
darmery a means of Increasing the arbitrary 
power vested in the hands of the premier, as 
minister of the interior, and of diminishing 
the authority of the courts of law, of the 
provincial magistracy, of the parliamentary 
Institutions, and provincial diets. In fact, 
he openly accused Premier Stoiypin of cham- 
pioning the recommenda tiorſb of Senator 
Makaroft’s commission for the purpose of 
increasing his own personal authority. 

> 

The report has now gone to the duma, and 
it remains to be seen what attitude it will 
take, since it depends upon the latter to vote 
the money needed, Should the duma accept 
the recommendations of the Makaroff com- 
mission and of the entire cabinet with the ex- 
ception of Kokowseff, the latter will undoubt- 
ediy have to resigh and Russia will be de- 
prived of the ablest minister of finance since 
the days of his former chief, Count Witte. 
On the other hand, if the duma votes down 
the proposal, the position of Stolypin will be- 
come shaken. ey 

Of course everything will depend upon the 
attitude of the czar. He Is known to favor 
the recommendation of the MakaroT com - 
mission, but, at the same time to prefer 
2 personally to Stolypin. Indeed, 

okowzeff is an infinitely more popular per- 
sondage at court than Stolypin, and it is just 
possible that the outbreak of Kokowzeff is

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| VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 
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A WORD FOR MONTENEGRO. 

Chicago, Aug. 20.—[ Editor of The Tribune.) 
—An article Which appeared in THz TRiBUN® 
of Aug. 13 trom your correspondent at Ce- 
tine, Montenegro, has Inspired me to reply 
as to the cause of the present situation in 
Albania. To those who are familiar with the 
Balkan situation it is easy to see that your 
correspondent is not familar with the facts 
causing the insurrection. This is apparent 
from his placing the blame on King Nicholas 
of Montenegro. 

The Albarian uprising was not inetigated 
by King Nicholas. The uprising was caused 
by the Young Turks, who have shown them- 
seives incapable of governing. Dissatisiac- 
tion of the Turkish people has been brewing 
for years. The Albanians were the firet in 
European, Turkey to strike for freedom. 
They were compelled to take up arms to 
save their lives and the honor of their women 
and girls from the atrocities of the Turks. 
They left their homesteads and fled into 
Montenegro. 

King Nicholas, deeply touched by the in- 
human treatment of these unfortunate peo- 
ple, and for the sake of humanity, opened 
the doors of his small and poor but brave 
little country to the Albanians. He clothed 
and fed them and gave them protection, for 
which he received praise {rom all the people 
of Europe The Montenegrian government 
has repeatedly assured the European powers 
that in Albania its position is neutral; still 
the Turkish government threatened a war. 
The Montenegrian government replied: “ We 
are not afraid of war.” 

This reply is appreciated in all diplomatic 
Areles of Europe, because Montegrians 
have: shown the world time and time again 
in wares With Turkey that they know not 
what fearis. Innumerabie times King Nich- 
Olas has faced: the entire Turkieh army with 
his handful of mountaineers in wars that 
have amazed the world by being victorious. 

The report that King Nicholas has his eye 
on the Servian throne is without credence 
and cam only emanate from Austrian and 
Turkish sources. Should the time ever ar 
rive to settle the Balkan question, Servia and 
Montenegro will be found fighting side by 
side. King Nicholas has not gained the sym- 
pathy of Russia through his daughter's mar- 
riage. From the time of Czar Peter the 
Great, Russia always bas been friendly to 
Montenegro. 

To those familiar with Balkan politics it is 
easy to be seen that Austria is the trouble 
maker in Al-anda. By creating the impres- 
sion that the Turke are incapabie of govern- 
ing she hopes to step in and take possession, 
as she did in Boenla and Herzegovina, so 
that she coulé strengthen her position on the 
Adria tio sea. a 

This program, however, can never be ful- 
filled without war, because not only Servia 
and Montenegro but Italy as well will never 
permit it.

Poor Judges on Betting.

up to now. A long swinging right on the head 
and a half arm blow on Papke's ribs should have 
set him thinking. 

Burst by Papke Quickly Ends. 

In the third Papke went in with what might have 
been effective blows on the stomach, but there 
was no science, no hope of seeing it, no suggestion 
that we were going to have a fight, and the only: 
thing to do was to light a fresh cigar and look at 
one's watch. By rallying toward the end we were 
attracted by Sailor going for Papke after a break- 
away. He got his left on Papke's ribs, but missed 
u swinging right. It was the best bit of the busi- 
ness up to now, for just before the gong sounded 
Papke got in a useful swinging left on the sailor's 
eye. But then, just as we were aroused, it all 
sagged again, with an inglorious exhibition how not 
to do it.

BOARD OF TRADE GOSSIP. | 


Wheat traders who bought on the fear of frosts 
in the Canadian northwest were leading sellers 
yesterday. Temperatures were down to the frost 
point at several places in Canada, but there was 
no concern displayed in the Winnipeg market and 
the decline in prices there following the big upturn 
of Monday caused gerieral selling in domestic 
markets. While the early reports from Canadian 
points were of an exceedingly optimistic kind, later 
advices were more indicative there had been some 
damage from frosts. W. P. Mackenzie of Montreal 
wired Shearson-Mammill: ‘‘ Reports from the west 
now indicate frost was more widespread than 
shown by the official map.“ Another message 
from Winnipeg said: ‘‘ Advices now being re- 
ceived by line houses show there was from three 
to four degrees of frost at a number of points 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba: The damage is 
likely to prove much greater than supposed. 
Early reports indicated that there were only two 
or three points where the temperature was down 
to thirty-two degrees. The lowest temperature 
shown on the official map posted here was at 
Swift Current where it was thirty-four degrees. 
Part cloudy conditions were general over Canada. 
The prediction wired from Winnipeg in regard to 
today’s weather said outlook was for clear and 
warmer weather. Frosts were predicted for North 
Dakota and lowlands of Minnesota and Wisconsin 
for last night. A late Winnipeg message read: 
One of our prominent mills tells us that they 
have frost reports as follows: Stoughton, 26, this 
is the lowest point, 28 registered at Arcola, New- 
dale, Estevan, and Hargrave, 29 at Oxbow, 30 at 
Forget, Belleplaine, and Williston, 31 at Carievale, 
82 at Bradwardine. If these temperatures are cor- 
rect there is bound to be some damage done to 
a lot of standing grain.“

RAIN LACKING IN COUNTRY? 
ILLINOIS NEEDS IT BADLY. 


Moderately Warm Weather in Most Dis- 
tricts of the United States Reported 


by Bureau. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Moderately 
warm weather and a continued lack of the 
normal rainfali in most districts were the 
marked features of the weather of the week 
just ended, according to the national weekly 
bulletin of the weather bureau issued today. 

In the corn growing states west of the Mis 
sissippi it continued dry in Missouri and 
Oklahoma, and there were only light rains 
in Iowa. In portions of eastern Kansas and 
over much of Nebraska, however, there were 
good rains, apd conditions were more favor- 
able in those states, except in the southern 
and western parts of Kansas, where hot and 
dry weather continued. 

In the principal corn growing states east of 
the Mississippi it was warm and large sec- 
tions were without beneficial showers; in 
fact, there was no rain over much of Illinois, 
and there was little or none in large portions 
of western Kentucky, western Indiana, and 
northern Ohio. In southern Michigan there 
were beneficial showers as well as in West 
Virginia, relieving somewhat the drought in 
those states, but more rain is needed in those 
as well as the other states of the belt. 

In the spring wheat growing states the 
weather was warm and dry, and conditions

that, though the growing crops will enable 
the United States to take gold, if it requires 
to do so, it is improbable that there will be 
such an outburst of enterprise as will require 
large import of metal”
